2.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk 


Seven  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  during  the 
year,  five  of  ordinary  milk,  and  two  of  pasteurised  milk. 

Four  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
owing  to  the  presence  of  bacillus  coli.  Both  samples  of 
pasteurised  milk  were  found  to  be  satisfactory;  this  milk 
is  not  sold  as  "Pasteurised*'  although  it  has  been  subjected 
to  the  process.

Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

544  visits  have  been  made  to  the  slaughterhouses 
and  other  food  premises  during  the  year,  and  5>710 
carcases  have  been  inspected.  The  detailed  inspection 
of  carcases  in  the  slaughterhouses  proved  somewhat 
difficult  during  the  hours  of  1 blBOk»©ut.# 

In  all,  9 tons, 13  cwts.35f  lbs.  of  food  have  been 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This  v/eight 
does  not  include  canned  and  packeted  foods  not  usually 
sold  by  weight.
